FOR ONCE NEWS COMES TO OUR PHOTOGRAPHERS 


For three years now Lire’s photographers have been riding 
the potholed roads or climbing the mottled hills of Korea 
to report the zigzag course of war or peace. Like the rain- 
bow’s end the action of the mo- 
ment always lay beyond one or a 
dozen ridges, necessitating some 
amount of travel to get the pho- 
tographer right on the scene, the 
only place where he can practice 
his profession. Last week things 
changed—though not necessarily 
for the better—for the news in 
Korea came directly and force- 
fully to the war correspondents’ 
doorstep, providing part of the 
article on the explosive situation 
in Korea which you will find on 
pages 19 through 23. Lire Corre- 
spondent Don Wilson reports it 
this way in a cable from Seoul: 

“After a day of jeeping around 
the front, Photographers Mike 
Rougier and Jun Miki were at- 
tending a cowboy and Indian pic- 
ture show near the billets when 
they heard a distant but powerful explosion. Piling out of 
the movie, they rushed for the Lire office near the bil- 
lets to get their cameras. The lights went out just as they

‘The truce, which South Korea denounced as “a bad page of history,” 
became a near certainty when both the Communists and United Nations 
chief negotiators signed a settlement of the one big issue which had 
stalled an armistice for many months. By yielding on some details in re- 
turn for a major Red concession, the U.N. won an agreement to its prin- 
ciple that 46,380 prisoners who have turned against the Reds while in 
U.N, hands will not have to return to Communism unless they consent. 
‘The Reds will have three months to persuade them to come home, but, 
in the end, the fate of each prisoner will be determined by his own choice 
and guaranteed against force or coercion by a custodial commission from 
India, Switzerland, Sweden, Poland and hoslovakia. 

Word of the prisoner agreement spread swiftly, raising a weary thank- 
fulness among the fighting troops, so busy repelling a last pre-truce 
Red offensive that they could spare neither the time nor energy for cele- 
bration. Meanwhile, as though to impress Rhee with the futility of try- 
ing to fight without the protection of U.S. air, the Communists sent a 
rare bombing raid over Seoul. The bombs did no great damage but per- 
haps helped fire the Koreans’ patriotic determination (see next pages).

WATCH IT, DOG 


ON THE VALUE OF MONEY 


It is commonplace to observe that a given sum 
‘of money may be of one value to one person 
and quite different to another. The sum of $30 
or $70 may be a week's or a day's pay to the 
man of small or medium means; to the man of 
millions it may seem small change. This tru- 
ism got a strange twist from two items in the 
same day’s news recently, one from Nepal, the 
other from London, 

To the tribesmen of Darjeeling, India, $30 
is a “fabulous amount,” according to an Asso 
ciated Press dispatch. Being of such great val 
ue it was thus a worthy gift to Darjecling’s 
local hero, Tenzing Norkey, the first human 
being to master Mount Everest. 

The report from London concerned $70. 
‘This sum proved “fabulous” to—of all people 
—the owners of England’s great castles and 
mansions. When Earl Bathurst recently told 
the House of Lords of an attempt to organize 
them into a union to protect and repair their 
crumbling properties, he said they were ready 
cnough to attend “a most resplendent meeting 
in a fine London hotel.” Everything went 
well until they were told it would cost them 
£25 ($70) for membership. “Upon that,” 
he added amid a roar of laughter, “the meeting 
broke up. 

All of which seems to prove what Gertrude 
Stein wrote in one of her more lucid moments: 
“As a cousin of mine once said about money, 
money is always there but the pockets change: 
it is not in the same pockets after a change, 
and that is all there is to say about money.” 
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About 18,000 M.D.s attended the American 
Medical Association’s 102nd annual conven- 
tion in New York City this month. It was the 
largest collection of physicians and surgeons 
ever assembled. During the convention week, 
newspapers throughout the ran ac- 
counts of the latest wonderful advances in 
the science of healing pain and prolonging 
life. There was other news from the conyen- 
tion, however, that was not so wonderful: 
at least to the millions of us ordinary mortals 
who worry ourselves sick over the paying of 
our doctor and hospital bills. 

The ever-rising costs of medical care ‘and 
how to lessen them, if possible, are problems 
of national concern. But the House of Dele- 
gates—the A.M.A.’s 185-member_ policy- 
making body—seems to be against almost 
anything that threatens the profits of a doc- 

s private practice. Typical of the A.M.A.’s 
fastidious sense of public relations was a 
resolution, passed by the House of Delegates, 
which branded the federal regulat that

An instance of medical mossbackery to- 
ward social conditions as they actuall 
came to light this spring in New York City 
where Herman T. Stichman, the State Com- 
missioner of Housing, heads up the building 
of a huge low-cost dwelling project, known 
as Carver Houses, which will cover seven 
blocks of largely Negro and Puerto Rican 
slums. Directly opposite the site is Mt. Sinai 
Hospital, one of the city’s best teaching hos- 
pitals, which dispenses a vast amount of 
free med 


mer Stichman made a 
deal with Mt. Sinai, whereby in exchange for 
rent-free space within the project the hospi 
tal undertook to provide clinical care for the 
400 poorest—too poor to afford medical in 
surance—of the 1,200 Carver Houses fami- 
lies. It was agreed that if any member of the 
400 families was too ill to be moved—mean- 
ing a heart or cancer case—treatment would 
te given in the patient’s apartment. Mt. 
Sinai was happy with the deal: the clinic 
would not only take some of the strain off 
the hospital’s swamped facilities, but pro- 
vide cases for medical study and teaching, 
as well as be a path-breaking U.S. experiment 
in community health teamwork. Commis- 
sioner Stichman asked the Medical Society 
of the County of New York for endorsement. 
This spring, New York Medicine, official 


publication of the society, declared that the 
plan would “closely resemble socialized med- 
icine, if it is put into effect.” The chairman 
of its Committee on Medical Economics, a 
Park Avenue obstetrician, in declaring Stich- 
man’s plan “Utopian,” added for publication 
in the New York Times: “He said the doctors 
at the clinie would make house calls... . [ 
suppose he'd like to serve them breakfast 
in bed, too.” By “them” the chairman meant 
the patients who might be too ill to be 
moved. His little joke must surely be one of 
the greatest of its type since Marie An- 
toinette said, “Let them eat cake,” 


Between birth and death, all of us have to 
be helped by the medical profession many 
times. In the course of a lifetime, almost 
everybody encounters at least one fine doc- 
tor, Such men and women are invaluable. 
Besides curing a patient's ills, a fine doctor 
becomes a friend of the family, a source of 
moral strength. It is not against the invalu- 
able doctor, but against medicine’s official 
spokesmen that great sections of our people 
have turned as bitter as they were against 
bankers during the depression. 

Many local A.M.A. organizations behave 
in a far more mature way than their House 
of Delegates does. Recently in Atlanta the 
county medical organization showed that it 
knew how to make friends for its profession. 
Collaborating with the Atlanta Journal, some 
80 doctors donated time to conduct a nine- 
week public forum in a downtown theater, 
explaining health problems and giving free 
advice. The forum played to overflow audi- 
ences and was such a success that it is now 
being continued once a week on TV; the 
forum idea is going statewide. 

Thoughtful, liberal-minded Americans 
who studied socialized medicine in action in 
Europe returned convinced that it was not 
for the U.S. Even with recent British im- 
provements, it is still taxwise murderously 
pensive, inefficient and gets dogged by pa- 
tients with fancied ailments. But, in its turn, 
the House of Delegates must stop behaving 
as though all organizations and efforts to pro- 
vide more medical care for less money are 
necessarily “socialistic” or machinations of 
the devil. 

When Osear Ewing, as Federal Security 
Administrator, declared for compulsory na- 
tional health insurance, the A.M.A. shouted 
him down and even lobbied to defeat a small- 
er extension of social security that would 
have given him more power. This victory, 
coupled with the Eisenhower landslide, seems 
to have gone to the A.M.A.’s head. What 
the House of Delegates failed to grasp was 
that the people in overwhelmingly voting for 
Eisenhower were also voting for the middle 
way, a way that the A.M.A. should study. 
According to legend, a king named Canute 
once ordered the tide to stand still, but he 
ended up with soaked feet.

BEERS’S ORDEAL MADE HIM 
A BENEFACTOR OF MANKIND 


When Beers went to Yale, he was so shy that he could not bring him- 
self to recite in class. Otherwise he was a conventional boy who took 
part in sports and college activities, and entered a life insurance firm 
soon after he graduated. But depression and breakdown suddenly over- 
took him and after his suicide attempt in 1900, Beers was lacerated 
by the notion that he had disgraced his family and was being ostra- 
cized by the world. He lay in a hospital for weeks. Almost in a coma, 
he responded neither to his doctors nor his brother George, whom 
he suspected of being an impostor and spy, sent by the police. Beers 
was transferred to another asylum, and after two years his case looked 
hopeless. Then one day a quite insane but cheerful inmate, who 
imagined that he was an insurance salesman made of crystal, broke 
through Beers’s hostility and won his confidence. With him Beers 
hatched a plot to test George’s authenticity by sending him a let- 
ter. If George showed up with the self-same letter, then he was the gen- 
uine George, and Beers would know his family still befriended him. 
The test worked and Beers, still insane, showed signs of improvement. 


BEERS IN 797 had this por- 
trait in Yale University class- 
book. He was business man- 
ager of humor magazine, The 
Yale Record. Beside his pic- 
ture were the lines, “I never 
dare write as funny as I am.” 


Passing into a wildly optimistic phase, Beers became so active that 
he was restrained with strait jackets and confined in a violent ward of 
indescribable filth and misery. Kicked and beaten by guards, he re- 
solved to recover his sanity completely and devote his life to improv- 
ing conditions for the mentally ill. Still in the asylum, he wrote letters 
to everybody, including a 32-page outburst to the governor of Con- 
necticut. He was finally pronounced cured and freed in 1903. 

Beers devoted the rest of his life to his crusade. He enlisted the 
help of distinguished men—diplomats and cardinals, scientists and 
educators—and founded the National Committee for Mental Hygiene. 
His remarkable book, A Mind That Found Itself, passed through nine 
editions and was translated into three languages. In 1922, giving 
him an honorary degree, Yale University cited him for his “indomita- 
ble courage and devotion in turning to the enduring benefit of mankind 
experiences which have driven most sufferers to silence and seclusion.” 


BEERS IN 7°30 presided 
over the First International 
Congress on Mental Hygiene 
attended by 50 nations. He 
died in 1943 at the age of 67.

Parry O’Brien gets all keyed up and sets world shot-put mark 


Parry O’Brien of the University of Southern 
California, the Olympic shot-put champion, 
has a special way of preparing to heave the 
16-pound ball in a big meet. “You've got to be 
keyed up to the point where everything about 
you is so taut it might break,” he explains. 
“You've got to be mentally ready to make the 
toss. You've got to get nervous, get your blood 
flowing hot. You've got to get your metabolism 
going faster and faster. Your heart has got to 
go like a trip hammer. I try to whip myself into 
a frenzy. When I’m ready for a toss, I’m in a 
different world.” 

A fortnight ago, worked up into the proper 
frenzy at the Compton relays, O’Brien broke 
the world shot-put record with a toss of 59 
feet 234 inches. Just last month he had broken 


the previous world’s record with a 59-foot 
%-inch throw, becoming the first man ever 
to put the shot more than 59 feet. Now he 
is going determinedly after the shot-putter’s 
dream distance of 60 feet. O’Brien’s determina- 
tion borders on fanaticism. He practices three 
hours daily, throwing his steel ball as many as 
150 times and never less than 54 feet. “I don’t 
quit until my hands are bleeding,” he says. 
Two years ago, when he realized he could not 
put farther than 55 feet using the conven- 
tional technique, he developed a style of his 
own. Instead of standing at a right angle to 
the toeboard as is normally done, he faces to 
the rear and swings a full half circle as he 
snaps the ball. ‘The longer you are pushing,” 
says O’Brien, “the farther the shot will go.”

"HERE are few men, I suppose, for whom the names of the college 
halls among which, as undergraduates, they lived and studied fo 
not ever after touch a special note, like the sound of clock-chimes 
heard in the depth of a tranquil house. So the names of the halls at 
Columbia University touch my memory—Hamilton and Hartley, Liv- 
ingston and Furnald, Havemeyer and Schermerhorn; names not re- 
markable in themselves but for what they have power to evoke. For, 
at their sound, that campus and its structures, with all their associa- 
tions, rise upon the memory, as in reality they rise above Morningside 
Heights—the dome of the library, the leaves of Boston ivy rattling 
gently on the west wall of Hartley, the hoots of students on hot spring 
nights breaking the hush of the campus within the encircling rumble 
of the city. 

‘That is the physical university. Above it rises another college that 
is more lasting, for it is not built of bricks or stones but persists in 
each of the thousands of minds that it has in any way helped to shape. 
Exactly to the degree in which that second college constitutes one of 
the citadels of the mind, and a repository of the culture of the West, 
it must admit the impact of what is new, be shaken by the crisis of 
history in the 20th Century, which is pre-eminently a crisis of the 
mind, and suffer each tremor of the catastrophe. 

Freedom for the play of ideas is the indispensable precondition 
for growth in that college of the mind. Therein lies academic free- 
dom, which is now exercising many minds in and out of universities, 
and which I take to mean, at its simplest, the privilege of the mind 
freely to inquire into the nature of things and freely to impart (within 
reason) the findings of its free inquiry. Thus the college of the mind 
is, beyond anything that it merely teaches, an influence. Its function 
is above all to shape, over the years, in each of those who have known 
it, a maturity of mind that fearlessly meets the test which Justice 
Holmes held to be the mark of a civilized man—his undisconcerted 
power to question his own first principles. 

It is this background that conditions the depth of the concern—if 
not the intensity of the controversy—about the threat to academic 
freedom, now widely held to be posed by congressional committees 
grubbing for Communism in the schools and colleges. Everybody is 
talking about it. Yet, at best, the hubbub remains somehow puzzl 
and impersonal—adrift in a stratosphere of appeals to abstract princi- 
ple and professional privilege, swept by gales of alarm, where extrem- 
ists of several kinds have managed to toss and keep it. At worst, the 
hubbub seems like a political brawl, one of the obscener rowdedows of 
a society whose nerves keep coming apart, threatened by the aims and 
ambitions of sinister politicians, or other dull and dangerous minds 
bent on making everybody else as dull and reactionary as themselves. 

The cries of certain educators and their friends ring oddly shrill 
and out of professional character. The uproar seems too loud for the 
observable facts. The malign motives of a handful of politicians and 
the scale of activities of the congressional investigating committees 
seem scarcely enough to explain that shrillness or the spread of the 
commotion, which has become international. 

For the threat to freedom in the U.S. is no longer a family secret. 
It has jumped the ocean and become a shudder in London, a sneer 
in Paris and a snigger in Rome. Bertrand Russell has told all England 
(by way of the Manchester Guardian) that America is writhing in a 
“reign of terror,” while he girded at the “policemen who have pro- 
fessors at their mercy.” 

Of course, Mr. Russell, the particular hallmark of whose mind has 
been for decades a drily lucid rationality, did not simply spin these 
alarming conclusions out of thin air. He spun them out of an air 
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crackling with the similar views of a highly articulate group of Amer- 
icans. Few, if any, of them have ventured to speak of a “reign of ter- 
ror.” They prefer the term “witch-hunt,” perhaps as being more in 
the American grain, at least less liable to the frightening charge of 
“un-Americanism.” But reign of terror is what they mean. 

Let us listen to some of the cracklings. For it is one of the paradoxes 
of the “witch-hunt” that those who are discussing it most loudly are 
people who for years have freely made known their views on a vari- 
ety of controversial subjects, and that what they are now freely mak- 
ing known is that they are being silenced. 

Here is Mr. Robert M. Hutchins, formerly president of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, now dispensing the vast funds of the Ford Founda- 
tion to promote good works of a most public kind. “Everywhere in 
the U.S.,” he says, “university professors, whether or not they 
have tenure, are silenced by the general atmosphere of repression 
that prevails.” 

Here is Mr. Bernard De Voto, one of whose chief literary charms 
has long been that he advances upon almost any subject with the gait 
and growl of a bear that has just spent a particularly drafty winter in 
a particularly uncomfortable cave. He holds that “fuzzy-minded nin- 
compoops and very clear-minded bastards are going to agitate for the 
dismissal of every college teacher who expresses an idea that would 
not have made Roscoe Conkling blush for its conservatism.” 

Here is Professor Henry Steele Commager, of Columbia Univer- 
sity: “We are now embarked upon a campaign of repression and 
suppression more violent, more reckless, more dangerous than any 
in our history. Already teachers fear to discuss certain subjects in 
the classroom.” 

Not all these warnings are current. One of them, Mr. De Voto’s, is 
some three years old. For the hubbub is not new. The academic free- 
dom issue is new; at least it has newly come to the fore. But the hub- 
bub is a continuing commotion. Those voices of alarm, or others 
much like them, have been loudly swelling the chorus of fear ever 
since it undertook to explain the Hiss case to the groundlings—rather 
misleadingly, it turned out. It has had other heroes (discreetly laid 
by) and other issues (expediently recessed). 


The liberal neurosis 


'HOSE cries are, of course, the voices of the liberal neurosis, which 

sustains a similar shock whenever a move is made at any point to 
expose the Communist conspiracy. That is not because liberals are 
Communists. Communists may turn such fears to their own purposes. 
Here and there, a Communist may conceal himself among liberals. 
But liberals are not Communists, and a mind would have to he grossly 
undiscriminating, or inflamed by a passion for absurdity, if it sup- 
posed that they were. 

The roots of the liberal neurosis are complicated and cannot be ex- 

Jlored here beyond saying this: the neurosis springs from a deep po- 
litical insecurity. In part, this is due to the necessity, as a tactic of 
practical politics, for reforming liberals to seem not to be something 
that they are—to seem to be liberals instead of un-Marxian socialists 
the focus of whose hopes and plans is the welfare state on a national 
and international scale. In part, that insecurity is due to their fear of 
being mistaken for something that they are not—Communists. 

For, of course, there is a strong family resemblance between the 
Communist state and the welfare state. The ends each has in view 
have much in common. But the methods proposed for reaching them 
radically differ. Each is, in fact, in direct competition with the other, 
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since each offers itself as an alternative solution for the crisis of the 
20th Century; and Fabian Britain has at last supplanted Soviet Russia 
in the eyes of political liberals when they look abroad. Nevertheless, 
that family resemblance is nerve-wearing, since all the minds that 
note it are not equally discriminating, especially in a nation that has 
only just become conscious of Communism and still rejects socialism. 
So, at every move against Communism, liberal nerves come unglued, 
and liberal voices go shrill, fearing that, by design or error, the move 
may be against themselves. 

Liberal nerves have been frayed for some time by the loyalty oaths 
which teachers are fighting rather successfully in some states, and 
by the probes that state legislatures (notably California's) have long 
been making into Communism in schools and colleges within their 
state lines. But, above all, liberal minds are doom-haunted by two 
figures, always incongruously locked together in their nightmare: 
Senator Joseph R, McCarthy and Mr. Owen Lattimore. 

It was a trick of fate in a low comedy mood that Senator McCarthy 
should first have bounded into public view dragging the unlikely and 
protesting person of Mr. Lattimore to share with him a historic spot- 
light so grateful to the one and so acutely unwanted by the other. It 
was a trick of fate that, in the case of each, has led to some serious 
contusions. For it led to the translation of Senator McCarthy into 
the symbol of a national snallygaster (a winged hobgoblin used to 
frighten naughty children in parts of rural Maryland), instead of one 
of the two things that he obviously is: an instinctive politician of a 
kind fairly common in our history, in which case the uproar he 
is a phenomenon much more arresting than the senator; or 
n of a kind wholly new in our history, in which case he 

merits the most cautious and cold-blooded appraisal. 

Neither can Mr. Lattimore be translated into a symbol of the calm, 
secluded scholar, or champion of academic freedom, by anything 
less than a violent wrench of the mind or the facts. He happened to 
be a professor (he holds no academic degree) at the Walter Hines 
Page School of International Relations at Johns Hopkins University. 
His present plight has nothing to do with his academic activities. It 
bears solely on what part, if any, Mr. Lattimore may have played in 
shaping American policy in Asia toward a national catastrophe—the 

. Communist conquest of China—retrievable, if at all, only at an in- 
calculable cost in life and treasure. 

In any case, Senator McCarthy has nothing to do with investigating 
Communism in education. Nor, after his first fierce entre-chats, did 
he have much to do with the further adventures of Owen Lattimore. 
Lattimore’s current indictment (for perjury) was wholly the result 
of prolonged hearings before a Senate committee of which Senator 
McCarthy was not a member. 

The mass of Americans, who vehemently made known their views 
in (and during) a recent general election, know perfectly well that 
they are not living in a reign of terror and that they seldom look 
behind a door for anything more frightening than an umbrella. They 
need not be judged too harshly if they ask for less fear and more fact. 
Of course, everybody has heard about the bullying and bumbling 
methods of the congressional committees and about the completely 
innocent victim who, on the unsupported word of an informer, or for 
no reason at all, has been haled before the committees and mercilessly 
grilled while his public degradation was topped by economic ruin 
when he lost his job. 

But that victim, when sought, remains elusive. The one instantly 
verifiable fact of the witch-hunt is this: of more than 50 people 
questioned before congressional committees in the last five years 
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about active participation in a secret Communist conspiracy within 
the United States Government (often including espionage), only two 
have ever been prosecuted. Yet only a handful has denied the charges. 
Most of them have refused to answer any questions on the ground 
that their answers might incriminate them. 

In the absence of firm facts, it is scarcely strange if, to many 
Americans, the gusts of strident liberal fear suggest a persecution 
delusion in which the unhappy victim is sincerely terrified, by nobody 
in particular, but by a vaguely menacing “they.” They are after him. 
They are about to subpoena him. They are silencing him. 

Yet facts are readily available. The official transcripts of the con- 
gressional hearings that deal with Communism in education run to 
some thousand pages. In them can be read, in all the spare coldness of 
an official court record, word by word, act by act, just what was said 
and done at every public hearing. But those transcripts are among 
the most secret of government documents. ‘That is not because the 
congressional committees keep them secret. Anybody can have them 
for the asking. But comparatively few people ever ask for them. 

Reading them may not convince everyone that no threat to aca- 
demic freedom exists, though it may suggest to some that the threat 
is not exclusively the one they supposed it to be. But it seems un- 
likely that any mind whose unprejudiced purpose is to get at the 
facts in the case could read them without radically rearranging its 
ideas about the congressional committees investigating Commu- 
nism in education, what they are up to, how and why. 

First, some facts about those committees. There are two, and only 
two, of them. One is the subcommittee of the Senate’s Committee on 
the Judiciary (chairman: Senator William E. Jenner). This is the 
same committee which, under the chairmanship of Senator Pat Mc- 
Carran, carried through the complicated and circumspect hearings 
into the Institute of Pacific Relations (available in 14 volumes, more 
than 5,000 pages, to anybody who wants to investigate it). 

‘The other committee is the old House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (chairman: Congressman Harold H. Velde). This is the 
committee that first brought Miss Elizabeth Bentley to repeat her 
startling disclosures within the hearing of the nation, and which 
initiated and, in a large measure, made possible the Hiss Case. 

With neither of these committees does Senator McCarthy have 
anything to do. He is chairman of the Senate's Permanent Sub- 
committee on Investigations. 


How the colleges qualified 


EITHER of these committees is solely interested in investigat- 

ing Communism in education. Their work in that field is only 
one phase (not the most important) of a much wider investigation 
into the pattern, personnel and activities of the Communist conspir- 
acy in the U.S. Both committees have stressed the academic field only 
within the last twelvemonth. The Un-American Activities Committee 
has held public hearings in education only since last February. 

‘The Senate's subcommittee does not even engage the services of 
an investigator. It does not need to. Its files are bulging with pertinent 
information. Indeed, its interest in the schools and colleges was first 
stirred by the fact that so many of those cited in connection with the 
larger Communist conspiracy in Government came more or less di- 
rectly out of leading universities, or still remained in them. 

Some of this information is sworn testimony of former Commu- 
nists or others. In the case of the Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, some of it is developed by direct investigation. Some of it is 
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hearsay. The committees are engaged quite properly in trying to sift 
and verify it, and, in doing so, they follow a simple procedure. They 
first subpoena a witness in executive (secret) session and ask ques- 
tions based on their researches. If a witness refuses to answer ques- 
tions on the ground that his answers may incriminate him, he is 
given a public hearing where he can make his position a matter of 
public record. Witnesses who deny all allegations in executive ses- 
sion are seldom, if ever. taken into 
public hearings. Their appearance 
in executive session receives no 
publicity whatever. 

No witness is ever subpoenaed 
unless, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee members and their staffs, 
good grounds exist for calling him. 
The myth of congressmen ind 
criminately subpoenaing witnesses 
for the delight of inconveniencing, 
tormenting or ruining them belongs 
strictly to the folklore of the intel- 
lectuals. To do so would be polit 
cal suicide. Both committees have 
worked for years in the full glare of 
a prevailingly hostile press and, un- 
til some six months ago, against the Ya" physicist, told 
obstruction and outspoken criticism that he doubted Reds in Kor 
of powerful elements in the Gov- W¢T® "ying to overthrow U. 
ernment, notably the Executive. 

There is no evidence in the transcripts that the congressional 
committees are trying to impair academic or personal freedom by 
consistently probing any witness's general views. There are spe- 
cific disclaimers by Chairmen Jenner and Velde that their one and 
only concern is to trace the Communist trail. The record bears 
them out. Where occasional probings beyond that main line do 
occur, they are less probings than pawings: a sign of bafflement 
and aimlessness rather than calculation. 

This is not to say that the committees never make mistakes or 
that their members are unfailingly detached, tactful, imaginative 
or adroit in handli ‘imony or witnesses. Sometimes the eva- 
siveness or impudence of a witness moves some members to out- 
bursts neither admirable nor judicious. But few facts in the offi- 
cial transcripts are more at odds with the witch-hunting theme 
than those passages in which one congressman admonishes an- 
other that his questions are unfair, or that he is pressing a wit- 
ness too hard; or in which a senator carefully reminds a hesitant 
witness that he may consult his attorney before answeri 

‘The simple fact is that the work of the congressional commit- 
tees is a response to a situation new in history—the spread of 

the Communist conspiracy. Within 
the nation, groups of its own ci 
zens are secretly organized to sap 
and subvert its laws and institu- 
tions, while seeking the protection 
of the same laws and institutions to 
shield themselves when suspected 
or caught. From this technique, 
those laws and institutions are no 
longer fully able to protect them- 
selves by traditional means. The 
congressional committees measure 
this problem and provide a partial 
answer to it. 

But let us turn to those tran- 
scripts. For nothing else gives the 
picture so simply. 

They asked the witness to stand 
and be sworn and give his name and 
occupation. He said that his name 
was Wendell Hinckle Furry, that he 
was an associate professor of physics at Harvard University, and 
had been since 1934, “except for two years’ leave of absence dur- 
ing the war.” They asked him if he had been in the Armed Serv- 
ices during those two years, and he said no, that he had been en- 
gaged in special work with radar at the radiation laboratory of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

They, in this case, was the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. They were questioning Professor Furry at a public hear- 
ing in Washington, D.C. They asked him: “. ‘Are you now a member 
of the Communist party?” Professor Furry said: “I refuse to an- 
swer that on the grounds I have stated before.” The privilege he 
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was invoking is the fifth amendment to the Constitution, and the 
ground was that his answer might incriminate him. 

They asked him: “If you were granted immunity, would you an- 
swer the question?” He said: “If I could be granted immunity 
sufficiently—sufficient immunity to remove my grounds for an- 
swering the question, I will answer it.” They said: “What are the 
ter 4ip® grounds for asking immunity then?” He said: “I am not asking for 
Og, Your fingertt immunity.” They said: “I say—what would be the grounds? You 

pea TE-Pamol? said if it was broad enough, you would answer the question. Now 
ET COMPANY what is it you are afraid of, sir?” And another of them added: “You 
may confer with counsel.” For Professor Furry had his lawyer 
with him. Professor Furry (without consulting counsel): ‘Well, 
I must refuse to answer that on the grounds I have already stated.” 

Presently the chair admonished his prying colleagues in a fash- 
ion puzzling enough in a “campaign of repression and suppres- 
sion,” and ruled that certain questions to the witness “are not 
fair and are improper.” 

But they also asked Professor Furry: “Do you believe that mem- 
bership in the Communist party today is inimical to the interests 
of the U.S.?” He answered: “Sir, that is a matter about which I 
am not certain.” They asked: Can you give me an answer ‘Yes’ 
or perhaps ‘No’?” He answered: “Doesn’t a citizen have a right to 
be uncertain about a matter of public interest?” They asked: “How 
can you be uncertain about Korea?” He said: “I don’t think the 
Communist party of the U.S. started that Korean business.” They 
asked: “Do you make a distinction in your mind as between one 
who seeks the overthrow of the government of the United States 
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The committee had already heard relevant testimony concern- 
ing Professor Furry from two other witnesses. One was Robert Gor- 
ham Davis, Professor of English at Smith College, who had re- 
ceived his A.B. and M.A. from Harvard University, where he had 
also taught for 10 years. The other was Granville Hicks, a writer 
and literary critic of discrimination and probity. He had also re- 
ceived his A.B. from Harvard College, then studied at the Har- 
vard Theological School, then received his M.A. from Harvard 
where he had been a teaching fellow. Both witnesses testified that, 
while teaching at Harvard, they had heen members of a Commu- 
nist party cell, and that Professor Furry had also been a member of 
the same cell. 

Some three months later, Harvard University made an official 
announcement about Professor Furry and two other members of 
its faculty, all of whom had refused to say under oath whether or 
not they had been members of the Communist party, or to answer 
related questions, on the ground that their answers might incrim- 
inate them. The Harvard Corporation announced that all three 
would remain on the faculty. 

They also asked another witness to stand, be sworn and give his 
name. This time they was the subcommittee of the Senate’s Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary with Senator Jenner in the chair. The hi 
ing was held in Boston’s Federal Building last March. The wit- 
ness said that his name was Maurice Halperin and that he had 
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received his A.B. degree from Harvard es his M.A. from the 
University of Oklahoma and his Ph.D. from the University of 
Paris. He had taught at the Universi a Oklahoma for some 12 
years and for three years at Boston University, where he was chair- 
man of its Department of Latin American Regional Studies. They 
asked him what he had done before that and he said that he had 
been employed by the U.S. Government, first as an analyst with 
the Coordinator of Information; later as chief of the Latin Ameri- 
can Division of the Office of Strategic Services (OSS); later still 
with the State Department. They asked him if he had also been 
chairman of a “Special Joint Army-Navy-OSS Intelligence project 
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under the direction of the Joint Chiefs of Staff” and had addressed 
a plenary session of the Inter-American Defense Board. He said 
that he had. They asked him if he had lectured at the Military 
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had. They asked him if he had participated in the San Francisco 
organizing conference (headed hy Alger Hiss) of the U.N. and had 
later been an “observer and consultant with the Economic and 
Social Council of the U.N.” maintaining “liaison with the De- 
partment of State, including direct contact with the Secretary of 
State.” He said that he believed so. 

They asked him: “Are you now a member of the Communist 
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ty?” He answered: “The same answer for the same reason. 

at will save time, won’t it, Mr. Jenner?” By same answer Mr. 
Halperin meant that he refused to answer the question. By same 
reason he meant that he refused on the ground that his answer 
might incriminate him. 

They asked him: “Mr. Halperin, were you a member of an es- 
piocage ring, Communist espionage ring, that was directed by one 

iizabeth Bentley and which operated during the war?” He an- 
swered: “I refuse to answer that question, sir, but I also want to 
preface that by saying that I have not committed any crime against 
the United States Government. I refuse to answer it by invoking 
the fifth amendment.” 

At about that point. Mr. Halperin gave a somewhat faltering an- 
swer, as if he were not sure about its legal implications. Senator 
Jenner interjected: “I'd like to state at this time, for the benefit 
of the attorney present, it’s perfectly proper for the witness to ask 
permission to talk to his counsel. . . . 

Then they asked Mr. Halperin if while consultant to the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council of the U.N., and while he was liaison 
with the State Department, he had been a Communist. He refused 
to answer. They asked him: “In connection with your work at 
the U.N., did you ever meet Alger Hiss?” He said: “I refuse to an- 
swer that question, sir, for the same reason.” They asked him if, 
while he was Division Chief of the OSS, and while he was with the 
State Department, he had been a Communist. He said: “I refuse to 
answer that question, sir, for the same reason.” 

They asked him if, while chairman of Boston University’s Latin 
American Regional Studies Department, he had ever tried to re- 
cruit students into the Young Communist League or the Commu- 

ist party. He answered: “I would like to preface that remark by 
ing that at no time in any way whatsoever have I tried to influ- 
ence the political, philosophical or religious or social thinking of 
any of my students. With respect to the specific question, I re- 
fuse to answer because of the fifth amendment.” They said: “Now 
will you answer the question? Did you actually engage in recruit- 
ing work among your students—that's recruiting for the Commu- 
nist party among the students of Boston University?” He an- 
swered: “I’ve answered that. I have answered by saying that I 
refuse to answer for the same reason.” 


The five little men 


chief counsel, Mr. Morris, received a telephone call from Pres- 
lent Harold C. Case of Boston University. President Case asked if 
the subcommittee had any evidence about Mr. Halperin and a con- 
versation much like this ensued. “Evidence?” said the somewhat 
baffled chief counsel. “What evidence? You have the official tran- 
script of the hearing.” “That's not good enough,” said President 
Case. “We need documentary evidence.” As of this date, Boston 
University has announced no action with respect to the chairman 
of its Department of Latin American Regional Studies. 

The temptation is to go on and on with these strange hearings, 
not only because the official transcripts which report them are doc- 
uments of imminent historical import, but because they are fas- 
cinating human documents. Through the bare bones of question 
and answer, men’s lives are glimpsed for an hour or two emerging 
from an anonymity to which most of them are audibly craving to 
return. There are glimpses of snarled hope and faith half seen, and 
tangled motives half guessed at. There is comedy, checked by the 
context it occurs in, and pathos, also checked by sinister matters 
that just peep through it. 

Of such stuff is made what I shall call the Case of the Five Little 
Men. There may have been more than five, but it is part of their 
pathos that that does not matter at all. For these witnesses were 
not among the great ones. Most of them had been lesser instructors 
at the College of the City of New York. There, some 13 years 
ago, the Rapp-Coudert investigation had found them. One of them 
denied flatly then that he was a Communist. But they were worried, 
and another of them, a bolder spirit, decided to give up teaching. 
He got a job in the laboratory of a small private company. Then 
he brought in one of the others, and the others brought the oth- 
ers. Soon all, or most of them, were together again, working on 
lenses for the U.S. Navy in wartime; and it might be thought 
that they would have been happy to settle back quietly in that 
providential haven where their employer knew the allegations 
st them, but out of kindness or self-interest, or both, was 
willing to give them work. 

But something else had also happened to the Five Little Men. 
One of them had changed his mind and decided to break with the 
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Communist party. Then the Senate subcommittee found the Five 
Little Men and called four of them as witnesses. Not even one of 
them any longer chose to deny Communist party membership since 
one of them admitted that he had been a Communist and testified 
that they had too. So the others are seen, shifting and huddling 
behind the fifth amendment. 

The last of them but one to reach the stand is Mr. Morris U. 
Cohen. They ask him, simply as a matter of routine, where he 
lives, and he answers, also as a matter of routine, that he lives on 
Mermaid Avenue. The unrecorded titters ripple from the page, but 
they are already pressing the next question. The little man is a 
Ph.D. from Columbia University, but it appears that nobody wants 
to give him a job now; he is self-employed. In his house on Mer- 
maid Avenue, he is a chemist. They ask: “Who are your clients, 
Mr. Cohen?” 

He answers: "I decline to answer that question.” They ask: 
“Why is that, Mr. Cohen?” He says: “I understand that under the 
fifth amendment I am protected against self-incrimination.” They 
ask: “Do you mean, Mr. Cohen, that if you answered that question, 
as to who your clients are, you would incriminate yourself?” —and 
the witness consults his lawyer. “It may tend to incriminate me,” 
he says. They ask him if he was a member of the Communist cell at 
the College of the City of New York. He says, “Same answer.” 

They persist: “Now, without naming your clients, [ want you to

when serving as officer of C 


tell me whether or not those clients are in war work for the gov- 
ernment of the United States or for any branch of the military 
service of the U.S.” He says: “I must decline to answer that ques- 
tion, senator.” They ask: “Have you passed on information that 
you have received on work of your clients to the Soviet secret 
service?” He says: “I must decline to answer that question.” They 
ask: “Have you been guilty of espionage for the Communist 
government of Russia?” He says, “I must decline to answer.” 
They say: “Let me ask you this question: Are you now a spy 
for the Soviet Union?” Mr. Cohen: “I must certainly decline 
to answer that.” 

That “certainly” is too much for one of the senators. He says: 
“You must certainly decline to answer that question, and the rea- 
son is that, if you were, you would be guilty of treason. That is the 
reason for your putting the emphasis there, that you must ‘cer- 
tainly’ decline to answer that question?” 

Unlike the senator, the rest of us are expressly denied the right, 
by the whole tradition of American law and justice. to draw any 
conclusions as to the guilt or innocence of Mr. Morris U. Cohen 
or any other witness who seeks refuge behind the fifth amend- 
ment. But one conclusion we are permitted to draw: In the face 
of such testimony, any government which did not pursue such 
investigations by every means in its power, including congres- 
sional committees, would have abdicated one of the duties for 
which government exists. 

And one conclusion the exasperated senator and his colleagues 
are also permitted to draw. When deep-sea divers, cautiously prob- 
ing the rocks and wreckage in the murk undersea, suddenly find 
themselves enveloped in a cloud of blinding ink, they may 
clude, if they are divers of a rigorously impartial mind, that they 
are in the presence of an octopus. In the name of justice and fair 
play they must decline to make any heady assumptions about the 
nature of that blinding ink, or its source. But one conclusion they 
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may draw, and must, unless they are criminally negligent of their 
own security and their fellows’. They must conclude that they are 
in the presence of something that does not wish to be seen. 

Some 80 educators have refused to tell the Senate subcommittee 
whether they are, or have been, Communists on the ground that 
their answer might incriminate them. Some of them have also re- 
fused, also on the ground of self-incrimination, to answer related 
questions, including questions about Communist espionage. Of 
these “fifth amendment” educators, some 50 have lost their jobs 
in consequence, or been suspended, not of course by the Senate’s 
subcommittee, but by the educational institutions employing them. 
In the case of most colleges and universities, that has happened 
only after a careful, often prolonged, weighing of evidence and 
other factors. 

Only 20 educators have refused to a 
for the same reason before the Un-American Activities Committee. 
Of these, two appear to have lost their jobs. A number have been 
suspended. But the Un-American Activities Committee is so little 
concerned with persecuting witnesses that it is not sure how many 
suspensions there have been because it has never checked. 

In short, about 100 educators have appeared before both com- 
mittees and pled self-incrimination. But there are considerably 
more than one million educators—professors, instructors, teach- 
ers—in the U.S. This would seem to be a figure great enough to 
convince the most avid witch-hunter that the overwhelming mass 
of American educators is loyal beyond question. By contrast, the 
figure of 100 recalcitrant witnesses called by two Congressional 
committees seems grotesquely small. Indeed, it is sometimes cited 
ongressional investigations are. It does 
committee's files and findings indicate 
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lion teachers in the nation, scarcely adds up to a witch-hunt. 


Who are the ‘innocents’? 


ET there is no s as 150 witnesses. Witnesses are not 

paving blocks to be grossed by the hundred. They are human 
souls about whom, ultimately, the most important fact is not what 
they look like or how they act, what they say or refuse to say, or 
even the degree of their innocence or guilt, but what degree of 
serenity they guard before the mysteries of life and death. 

If 150 witnesses, in this sense, are called unfairly before con- 
ional committees, I suffer a violence as great as if one were 
called unfairly—no more, no less. For I will have been wounded 
in something that goes much deeper, but which, for the sake of 
brevity, we may call an important freedom—and so will every 
other man alive on earth. 

During Granville Hicks’s public hearing before the Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee, the following dialog took place. Con- 
ssman Kearny: “No matter which way it [action against the 
Communist party] was done, somebody would be bound to be 
hurt?” Mr. Hicks: “Somebody will be hurt. There’s no getting 
around it. I mean, innocent people will be hurt.” 

T happen to disagree with Mr. Hicks about this point, as I often 
do about many points, while keeping always a great respect for 
the tolerant integrity of his mind. 

I have read thousands of pages of official transcripts of such 
public hearings and have participated in a good many of them 
myself. I haye yet to see one witness called before a congressional 
hearing who could be called “innocent’”—or in a way that could 
be called “unfairly’—in the sense that he had no connection 
whatever with the matters under scrutiny, had never been in- 
volved or touched by them in any way, so that he had no contri- 
bution whatever to make to the record while his presence was a 
gratuitous inconvenience and humiliation to him. 

But Mr. Hicks’s comments lead to a noteworthy point. It is 
that when people like him look at congressional hearings, and 
when a great many other people look at them, though they see 
exactly the same spectacle, they do not always see the same things. 
Those thousands of Americans who watch their TV screens on the 
infrequent occasions when congressional hearings are televised 
in full—they may see what Mr. Hicks sees, but many of them also 
see something else. They see not only the plight of the witnesses. 
They also see the purpose of the congressmen and senators whom 
they have elected, in part to pursue such investigations. And 
while they too may be aware that in any fight innocent people 
may always be hurt, they also know that in the fight against 
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Communism not all the people being hurt are witnesses before 
congressional committees. 

Sherman Flanagan is a former magistrate of Westminster, 
Md., a former president of its Rotary Club, a former teacher who 
holds an M.A. in education. Now he sells some insurance and 
dabbles in politics and the marketing of the tomato crop. He is an 
almost typical American. A somewhat dry man, he is given to 
telling drily humorous stories that usually turn on quirks of hu- 
man character—not an emotional man. But Sherman Flanagan 
has a son who went from college to become a jet pilot. Sherman 

Flanagan sat by my sickbed recent: 


ly (picture, p. 90) and drily said, 
/hat I don’t understand is just 
how a father goes on living when he 


knows, day after day, that his son is 
40,000 feet up in the air over there.” 

Those thousands quietly watch- 
ing the congressional hearings by 
their TV screens—I submit that 
that is the way they feel. Whatever 
may be at the forefront of their 
minds, at the back of many of them 
lies some form of Sherman Flana- 
gan’s question: “Just how do you 
go on living when you know, day 
after day, that he is 40,000 feet up 
in the air over there?” 

They are not unmindful or care-

The copper penny was the first legally author- 
ized coin of the U.S. Minted in 1787, it was 
twice as large as today’s penny, was called the 
Franklin Cent and bore the motto “Mind Your 
Business,” which is supposed to have been sug- 
gested by Benjamin Franklin.

There is a cycle in penny demand which 
roughly parallels the retail sales cycle.
